It also was the first birthday anni­ 
versary of their baby.

cable­ 
gram was delivered promptly, accord­ 
ing to the W estern Union office. 
In the paragraph making reference 
to the death of Captain Holderman, 
Mattock says: 
“The American troops keep pouring 
through France and England, and it 
won’t be long until the Germans are 
completely overpowered.

tainly have been on the run for the 
past few weeks.
